THE STORY OF THE TRIAL BY JURY 


-In_ 1872 Gilbert, on the advice of a friend, revised and - f 
elaborated a miniature burlesque opera, called "Trial by Jury," . 
which he had. published -in the magazine FUN. He submitted it to e 
Carl Rosa, the producer, who undertook to write the msic himself 
and produce it for his wife. After the death. of: Madame Porepa- 

Rosa, he returned the untouched libretto to Gilbert. 


5. Richard D'oyly Carte, after becoming the manager of the -- 
Royelty Theater, asked: Gilbert. to write something to. go with an . 
Offenbach one-act light opera. . So Gilbert revamped "Trial by Jury"; 
Carte liked. it, very meh and suggested Gilbert get Sir. Authur 


Sillivan to compose the msic. Sullivan, after reading and liking 
the opera, agreed. 


.»» < Sullivan wrote the msic in three weeks, during which time. 
rehearsals were going similtaneously. The piece opened--as’an 
after piece not.a curtain raiser--on the evening of March 25, 1875. 
"Trial by Jury," the only Gilbert and Sullivan’ production with 

no spoken dialogue, was an instantaneous hit. 


With this new-found success. as a ‘team,. Gilbert and Sullivan 
went on writing and: composing their world-famous light operas: 
"The Mikado, "fhe Yeomen: of the-Guard,"- "The Gondoliers,". : 
"Iolanthe," "H.M.S. Pinafore," "Pirates of Penzance,” "Ruddigore; "
